ting Attorney Gillmcr of Warren, and 
the notices sent out to the mayors in 
that county by him to warn dealers 
from selling the beverages are his own 
decisions and not from state authority. 
In spite of the fact that the auditor 
of 
state lias given the opinion that 
those drinks when they contain less 
than one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol, 
are exempt from the tax, Prosecuting 
Attorney Gillmer does not believe they 
are. 
Under cases he cites he holds 
that any malt liquors are subject to 
the Alkin tax. 
In a letter sent to the magistrates 
and 
mayors throughout the county 
Mr. Gillmer says: 
“In the matter of the sale of nu-bru 
I find that under date of December 9 
W. G. Gullbert, auditor of state, in a 
communication to C. C. Clawson, aud­ 
itor of Trumbull county, 
held 
that 
Frieden beer, a preparation wtiicih l 
take it as similar to nu-bru, Is not 
liable to the tax, containing leas than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol. 


"This does not seecm, to my notion, 
to be in accordance with the holding 
of the supreme court of Ohio in the 
caa« of 
Gullbert, auditor, vs. Kauf­ 
man, auditor, as reported in the 68th 
Ohio State Report, page 635. 
In this 
case tho court held that Bishop’s beer, 
a beverage containing a low per cent 
of alcohol, was liable to the tax of the 
Aikln law, 
so called, 
being a malt 
liquor. 
“It would seem that In line with 
this decision, these new drinks, such 
as nu-bru and 
Frieden beer, would 
come within the meaning of that de­ 
cision, and be liable for the tax. How­ 
ever, I have this day written W. G. 
Gullbert, auditor of state, putting tne 
matter before him and citing the case 
above referred to. Upon receipt of an 
answer I shall advise you at once. 
“In tho meantime It would be well 
for all dealers to understand that you 
do not sanction the sale of any of 
these beverages as legal, and that, at 
least. It Is incumbent upon them at 
their peril 
to abstain from the sale 
of any beverage containing one-hall 
of 1 per cent or more of alcohol."

So far as known only two 
concerns have signified their intention 
of paying the new scale. 
Manufactur­ 
ers say they have many orders on their 
books at prices now 
prevailing, on i 
which the new scale would cause them 
loss. 
Cleveland, Dec. 19.—A. L. Faulkner, 
president of 
the 
National 
Window 
Glass Workers, said on Friday that the 
new wage scale, which is an increase 
of 25 per cent over the present rate, 
went into effect at midnight Friday. 
“There has been no postponement of 
the date," Faulkner said, "and the new 
rate will take effect Saturday, the time 
originally set. 
I have heard that the 
manufacturers are giving out the Im­ 
pression that the time has been ex­ 
tended. 
This is untrue. 
If there i3 
any window glass made after Friday 
under any wage scale other than the 
new one it will precipitate the biggest 
fight we shall ever have had.” Faulk­ 
ner said that all of the manufacturers 
bad been notified of the new rate of 
compensation to be demanded by the 
onion, but that he does not expect any 
replies before next week.

Union City, Tenn., Dec. 19.—At the 
end of the first day’s testimony in the 
Night Rider trial the state had made 
material progress. 
It had introduced 
testimony covering the details of the 
murder of Capt. Quentin Rankin and 
also had succeeded in presenting testi­ 
mony supporting an Identification of 
two of the prisoners as members of the 
masked band. 
The court room was 
packed to suffocation. 
The prisoners, 
unkempt, scowling and silent, paid lit­ 
tle attention to proceedings. Only once 
did they betray any emotion. One wit­ 
ness who had been sworn into the 
band against his will, as he allaged, 
testified that the only part of the oath 
he remembered was that part which 
provided that they would kill biin if 
he revealed anything. 
At this a sar­ 
donic grin spread over the features of 
more than one of the eight prisoners. 
Ed Powell, husband of the only 
woman witness, yet to be called, was 
an important factor in the state’s be­ 
half Friday. 
Powell said 
he 
was 
dragged from his bed the night of the 
Rankin murder and forced to accom­ 
pany the band to the Walnut Lodge 
hotel, from which Rankin and Taylor 
were taken. 
Powell recognized Frank 
Fehringer as the man who opened 
Rankin’s valise, took out and read a 
letter. 
He identified Garrett Johnson 
as the leader, and “Boy” Ransom as 
the man in the white mask, the only 
one who disguised. 
Fehringer has 
confessed and will be used by the 
state as a witness. 
When the Riders took Rankin and 
Taylor from the hotel Into the woods, 
they took Powell along. 
He heard 
them questioning the two men as to 
their title to the land in the Reelfoot 
district. Near the spot where Rankin 
was murdered they halted Powell un­ 
til the murder was done. 
Then they 
asked him if he recognized any of 
them and when he said no, they told 
him to tell Ward, the hotel proprietor, 
to come down for the bodies of his 
guests. 
Powell was arrested by the soldiers 
and testified before the coroner that 
he failed to recognize the Riders, but 
did so because he feared for his life. 
He was present when the body of 
Rankin, wrapped in a sheet, was car­ 
ried from the spot upon which be was 
assassinated to 
the 
Walnut 
Lodge 
hotel and one of the men who helped 
carry the body was Tom Wilson, who 
Powell swore was one of the Night 
Riders who helped to murder Rankin 
the night before. 
Wilson has since 
died while under indictment for mur­ 
der. 
He was one of the men named 
by Fehringer in his confession.

similar assemblies. 
The scene was 
perhaps one of the most remarkable 
In the political history of the world. 
I All the creeds and races of the Turkish 
empire sent their duly elected repre­ 
sentatives, and the varied costumes of 
the delegates, some In flowing silk 
robes and others in the 
fashionable 
frock coat, formed 
a gorgeous 
and 
multi-colored picture never before wit­ 
nessed in a legislative gathering in 
Europe. Albanians, Syrians and Arabs 
were among the Moslem representa­ 
tives, while Greeks, 
Armenians 
and 
Bulgars represented the Christian na­ 
tionalities.
